BLIZZARD SWEEPS STRICKEN

OF DEATH AND DEVASTATION 


Toll in Lives Will Exceed 2,000; 3,000 Suffer From In­ 
juries, 1,700 Bodies Recovered; Houses Cold and 
Dark; Rescuers Work by Lantern Light.
